FTER seven attempts, 

Perth Glory have finally 
removed the Melbourne 
hoodoo thanks to a spirited 
2-1 victory over the 
Melbourne Knights at the 
Knights Stadium just prior to 
the World Series intermis- 
sion. 

Even though the Glory 
gained maximum points, 
they stayed in seventh place 
on goal difference; in fact 
the league table was just as 
it looked after the results 
from the previous round. 

This was a special win for 
the Glory after having been 
defeated at the same venue 
last season; a loss that 
placed the Knights in the 
play-offs at the expense of 
their unfortunate oppo- 
nents.

NEWCASTLE BREAKER 


—f Brief History By ANDREW HOWE 


|‘ 1951 a group of migrants from the Greta 
camp in Newcastle came together to form a 
football team. Recently arriving from all parts of 
the European continent, these men were itching 
to apply their footballing skills developed back 


in their former European homelands in their new 


home nation. 

And so the Austral club were born. Originally 
accepted in to the Northern NSW second divi- 
sion, the club eventually rose to prominence. 
They won their first Northern NSW first division 
grand final in 1966 and followed suit in 1969. 
Continuing to thrive throughout the 70s and 
80s, Austral searched for higher-ranked compa- 
ny. In 1988 Newcastle Austral entered the NSW 
state league first division, reaching the semi 
finals at their first attempt. 

Things then started moving quickly for 
Austral. In 1990 a major sponsorship deal with 
BHP steel was announced, and together with an 
extensive monetary loan made by the NSW gov- 
ernment, Austral vastly upgraded their playing 
headquarters. Purchased 20 years previously at 
Birmingham Gardens in Newcastle's western 
suburbs, their home ground soon boasted an 
impressive grandstand and was now ~ at least 
cosmetically — ready for national league status. 

A major report commissioned by the national 
league executive in 1990 (the Bradley Report) 
determined that it was imperative that a team 
from the Hunter region be included in the 
national league, if the competition was to con- 
tinue viably. 

A hard-working committee, and the final 
recommendations of the Bradley Report saw the 
Breakers — direct descendants from Austral — set 
foot in the national league for the 1991-92 
season. 

The Breakers’ policy in its first few years in the 
A-league was to supplement a team based on 
local talent with several expensive imports. Rod 
Brown, Warren Spink and Jason Polak helped 
the Breakers finish just one point away from 
fourth position in 1992-93. But the outlay of so 
much money was crippling the club, to the 
extent that the Breakers pulled out of the A- 
league for the 1994-95 season. The following 
18 months without the expense of playing 
allowed the Breakers management to recoup 
and they were again accepted into the A-league 
in 1995-96.

Soccer fever had previously hit the Hunter 
region, and in a major way. Formed in August 
1977 and entering the national league the year 
after, Newcastle KB, United (sponsored by 
Tooths breweries) took the Newcastle sporting 
world by storm. Crowds at KB United’s home 
games regularly surpassed 10,000, climaxing at 
18,367 in the game against UTS Olympic in 
April 1979. High profile players such as British 
star Bobby Charlton and Aussie FA Cup final 
goalscorer Craig Johnston made guest appear- 
ances for the club in its first few years. But an 
overall unspectacular team performance and 
eventually financial turmoil saw KB United fold 
in April 1984. 

Now Newcastle — the traditional home of soc- 
cer in Australia — has its chance for footballing 
glory again. Mistakes of previous years can only 
be learned from. Hopefully the Breakers can 
remuster the support that we know soccer has 
within the Newcastle region. 

In 1995 the club appointed Socceroo legend 
John Kosmina to lead a bunch of local players 
on a long path to national glory. But this time 
coach and team were given a few years grace to 
establish themselves in the national competi- 
tion, without the expensive luxury of higher pro- 
file established stars. Mistakes of previous years 
have been learned from and now Newcastle has 
its chance for footballing glory again.

1990 wasn’t a good year for 
lan Wright as he was to break his 
leg twice and so spent most of 
the season out of contention for 
a place. 

However, fully recovered he 
came on as_ substitute at 
Wembley in the FA Cup Final 
against Manchester United and 
scored two goals in the 3-3 draw 
thereby forcing a replay, which 
Palace went on to lose 
1-0. In February ‘91, the boy who 
wasn’t good enough to play for 
Millwall, Leyton, or Brighton 
made his senior England debut 
in a 2-0 win against Cameroon at 
Wembley. 

In September '91, after making 
225 league appearances for 
Crystal Palace during which he 
hit the net 89 times, the former 
plasterer and _ brickie’s labourer 
signed on the dotted line at 
ae Highbury for the Gunners. He 
me” scored in his first game which 
was a 1-1 Rumblelow’s League 
Cup draw against Leicester City 
at Filbert Street. Days later on his league debut at 
The Dell, he scored a hat-trick in a 4-0 drubbing of 
Southampton. lan went on to be Arsenal’s leading 
goalscorer with 26 in his first season, a feat he has 
repeated most seasons since his arrival at 
Highbury. 

This season on 13 September, lan Wright scored 
a hat-trick at Highbury in the 4-1 win against 
Bolton Wanderers and in doing so he broke 
Arsenal's all-time club record of 178 goals which 
had been held for 51 years by Cliff Bastin. 

Wright has figured prominently in the England 
squad and has repaid Glen Hoddle’s faith in him 
by displaying the ability to score goals at interna- 
tional level on several occasions. Not bad for a for- 
mer Sunday morning pub footballer who still set 
his sights high after being rejected as a trialist by 
three league teams.

the Internet, that is. 

Right at the beginning of that 1996-97 sea- 
son, two unofficial Glory sites appeared on the 
World Wide Web. John Kellet’s site had a lot of 
photos and team information while Eamon 
Byrne gave statistics, match reports and team 
news gathered from radio, TV and the papers. 

Towards the middle of the season, another 
Australian first appeared - the Perth Glory 
Video Action site in which clips of Glory home 
games were taken by a fan with a camcorder 
and digitised. These were then made available 
through the World Wide Web. It was one of the 
first such sites in the world and the first in the 
Southern Hemisphere. 

A fourth unofficial site appeared late in the 
season, also featuring match reports, player 
profiles and team news. By the beginning of 
the 1997-98 season, What's the Story Perth 
Glory also featured a jokes page and some 
scathing criticisms of the players and club. 

At the same time, the marketing manager of 
Perth Glory asked Q-Multimedia to design 
them a web site. A very professional set of 
pages was produced and placed in the Perth 
Glory domain on Global Net, a local internet 
service provider. Q-Multimedia asked the 
author of the video site to maintain the tables, 
news and records for them and the Official 
Perth Glory Web Site was in operation. 

Other features of the site are a set of photos 
and player profiles, assistant coach Mickey 
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THE EDGE (M), starring Anthony Hopkins 
and Alec Baldwin is now screening on the © 
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Brennan's Coaching Tips and the Glory Days 
Player of the Week competition, run in con 
junction with TVW Channel 7. 

Visitors can also leave their names and mes 
sages in a guest book. 

Since “hit counts” were started in November, 
over five thousand recorded visits were made 
to this site, from countries in all continents 
except Antarctica. Expatriates in Britain, the 
United States of America, Bermuda and 
Sweden visit regularly, as well as Glory fans 
from Canada, Ireland, Japan, Singapore, 
Indonesia, Malaysia and New Zealand. 

In South America, soccer enthusiasts from 
Chile and Brazil have checked out our pages, 
while Europeans in Greece, Italy, Switzerland, 
Spain, the Netherlands and Germany read our 
news and scoresheets. People in Lebanon and 
Bahrain have had a look and even someone in 
Estonia visited us. 

The majority of our hits are from Australians, 
many are Sandgropers living in other states 
who want to keep in touch with their favourite 
team. 

We get stacks of email, too. Fans send greet- 
ings to favourite players, well-meaning advice 
to the coaches and a lot just offer support to 
the team. Of course, we also get the occasion- 
al silly email from fans of other clubs and the 
downright nasty missives from people who surf 
the Net while drunk. 

The Internet has played a huge part in keep- 
ing Perth Glory supporters in touch with the 
club and in the future we intend giving it an 
even bigger role with up to the minute news, 
as-it-happens match reporting and greater 
interactivity with our visitors.

BOBBY DAZZLER 


N 1992, November 4 to be precise, a breath 

of fresh air descended on Western Australian 
soccer with the arrival of Bobby Despotovski 
from Europe. 

In a little over five years, Despotovski has 
maintained an excellent strike-rate by averag- 
ing around a goal every second game - a 
record that would be the envy of many strikers. 

Despotovski, born in Perth but raised in 
Yugoslavia since he was nine months old, had 
returned to his homeland and even though he 
could not speak English, his soccer boots did 
all the talking. 

“It amused some people a few years ago 
when | was coming to grips with the language 
as they learnt that | was actually born in Perth,” 
Despotovski said. 

He joined Floreat in the local league and 
soon made his mark during the 1993 season 
with 15 goals to his credit. 

Goals continued to flow, from foot and head, 
and in his three and a half years at Floreat, 
Despotovski claimed a total of 44 goals. 

It was a similar story when Despotovski 
moved to the national league-with Heidelberg 
and Gippsland — and since joining Glory, he has 
netted 19 goals from 39 games. 
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He also became the most prolific goalscorer 
for the WA State team for almost two decades 
and his current tally stands at eight goals in a 
little over a dozen games. ; 

“One of the best goals | remember scoring 
was the one against Nottingham Forest three 
years ago. | got the winner in the 2-1 victory,” 
he said. 

Despotovski also found the net against high 
calibre opposition in Sheffield United and West 
Ham United. In 1994 he got three goals in the 
4-1 defeat over Burma - the first player to score 
a hat-trick for the State since the mid-70s. 

Despotovski, like many of the Glory squad, 
are finding this Ericsson Cup season more diffi- 
cult than the previous one. 

“We were an unknown force last season and 
caught many teams unaware of our ability,” he 
said. “But the going is much tougher this time 
around.” 

Despotovski, suspended for today’s fixture, is 
looking forward to teaming up with Vas 
Kalogeracos again. The pair netted 26 goals 
between them last season. 

"My understanding with Vas goes back to 
the days at Floreat where we just seemed to hit 
it off from day one,” he said. 

Despotovski's form with Glory was good 
enough to be partly rewarded in being select- 
ed for an ‘All-Star’ game last season, and was 
on stand-by for the recently concluded Optus 
International Series — so the national selectors 
recognise his ability. 

A few months ago Despotovski signed on for 
Glory for a further two seasons, however he 
readily admits that if something substantial 
came along, he would give it careful considera- 
tion. 

"It's everyone's dream to better themselves 
and if an offer comes from a top club in Europe, 
then I'll have to give it some thought,” he said. 

But in the meantime, Despotovski will be 
striving to help Glory to reach the play-offs. 

Despotovski has come a long way since 
1992, he is a proven goalscorer and goal-maker 
of the highest quality and no-one wants Glory 
to succeed more than the wearer of the No. 10 
shirt.
